An Act relating to expunging a record of conviction for theft in
the fTifth degree offenses.
BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF I0WA:
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Section 1. NEW SECTION. 714.2A THEFT IN THE FIFTH DEGREE
== EXPUNGEMENT .

Upon the expiration of two years following conviction for
theft in the fifth degree in violation of section 714.2, a
person may petition the court to exonerate the person of the
conviction, if any fine and restitution have been paid, and if
the person has had no other criminal convictions, other than
simple misdemeanor violations of chapter 321 during the
two=year period. The court shall enter an order exonerating
the person of the conviction, and order that the_record of the
conviction be expunged by the clerk of the district court and
the person shall be deemed exonerated of the offense as a
matter of law, if any fine and restitution have been paid, and
if the person _has had no other criminal convictions, other
than simple misdemeanor violations of chapter 321.

EXPLANATION

This bill relates to expunging a record of conviction for a
theft in the fifth degree offense.

The bill provides that upon the expiration of two years
from the date of conviction for theft in the fifth degree, a
person may petition the court to exonerate the person of the
conviction, if any fine and restitution have been paid, and if
the person has had no other criminal convictions other than
simple misdemeanor violations of Code chapter 321 during the
two=year period. The court shall enter an order exonerating
the person of the conviction, and order the record expunged by
the clerk of the district court, if any fine and restitution
have been paid, and if the person has had no other criminal
convictions, other than simple misdemeanor violations of Code
chapter 321.
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
